Later 
it was moved to the store now oc- 
cupied by Schuster’s Confectionery, 
then to the present Magnolia Mu- 
tual Building and Loandffice, and 
finally in 1914 to our brick block 
built by James Sourwine. 

“To show the growth of the bank 
ness done ip the office, let me say 
that there were only some two hun- 
dred boxes in 1899, while now at 
the last count we have five hundred 
and eighty-four. Then, we seldom 
had a parcel weighing more than 
four pounds; now they are seventy, 
and during the government food sale 
we had one that weighed oyer a 
hundred pounds. 

“Mr. G. B. Hayden was postmaster 
when I first came, and for a good 
many years afterwards, Mr. James 
Monroe succeeded him and as you 
know, Mr. Blohm, the present head, 
was appointed in 1916. People are

WORK STARTED BY 
THE CENSUS TAKERS 


The census takers started on their 
work this morning of enumerating 
the population of Upland and of the 
ranches in their district. 

The census is the means by which 
the government ascertains the in- 
crease in population, statistics con- 
cerning agriculture and the vital in- 
formation of the nation’s resources. 
The knowledge gathered is strictly 
confidential, made so by law and in- 
formation so gained cannot under 
any circumsfances be used either as 
a basis for taxation or to harm any 
one person or his property. It has 
nothing to do with detection, arrest 
or punishment of any one for viola- 
tion of the law. 

important Questions to Be Asked 

1. Age last birthday. 

2. Every one of ten years of age 
and over will be asked if he can 
read and write. i 

3. Each person is required to give 
his birthplace and that of his’ aihay 
and mother. 

4. If ‘foreign born, the date of 
coming to the United States will be 
asked. If naturalized, the date of 
becoming a citizen, also the mother 
tongue. 

5. Each head of a family will be 
asked whether he owns or rents his 
house. If owned whether it is mort- 
gaged or free from debt. 

6. Each one will be asked his 
occupation and whether he is an em- 
ployer, an employee, or working on 
his account. 

The act of congress providing for 
the census makes it the duty of all 
persons to furnish the information 
asked for by the enumerators to fill 
out the census schedules. No per- 
son should hesitate or refuse to an- 
swer fully and accurately all the 
enumerator’s questions. Keepers of 
hotels, apartment houses, boarding 
houses or tenement must assist the 
census takers in getting all the in- 
formation concerning the persons lie 
ing in such ‘places during the month 
cf January

Fuel Yield of irish Bogs.

able for agriculture. and (b) this 8,- 
000,000,000 tons of coal equivalent is 
available as fuel in competition with, 
or substitution for, coal.”

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Process Hardens Wood. 

To prepare the cheaper kind of 
woods by a patented method that 
makes them more durable is the pur 
pose of a concern just organized in 
Koge, Denmark, according to a com- 
mercial attache in Copenhagen. 

The woods especially to be prepared 
are birch, ash and elm, all wood treat- 
ed by this process being called teakin 
wood. 

Certain changes fn the character of 
the wood that normally take place 
only after many years of drying are 
by this chemical process produced 
within 24 hours. Thereafter, when 
the moisture that may still be left has 
evaporated, the wood becomes harder 
and more durable than by the aging 


process. 

Teakin birch 1s of a beautiful gold- 
en brown color, and, when “polished 
with potash, it takes on a mahogany 
red hue. Teakin ash is a substitute for 
teak. Teakin elm has none of the dis- 
advantages of natural elm. Teakin 
fir is of a uniform color all through 
and is used for office fitting ‘and fur- 
niture and for veneering. 





Period of Heavy Expenditure. 

A period of twenty-five months, from 
April, 1917, through April, 1919, the 
war cost the United States consider 
ably more than $1,000,000 an hour. 
Treasury disbursements during the 
period reached a total of $23,500,000,- 
000, of which $1,650,000,000' may be 
charged to the norma! expenses which 
would have occurred in time of peace. 
The balance may be counted as the 
direct money cost of the war to the 
end of April, 1919, a sum of $21,850,- 
000,000. The figure is twenty times 
the prewar national debt. In addition 
to this huge expenditure, loans were 
advanced to the allies at the rate of 
nearly $500,000 an hour. Congress au- 
thorized for this purpose $10,000,000,- 
000, and there was actually patd to
